1.—I have the honour to submit the fuurth annual report upon the administration of the 
Dome Settlement in this district. 

Il. Burgaon Settlement.—This settlement had daring the year a population of 111 
adults and 58 boys and girls, there being an increase as compared with lust year of eight 
persons only, So far as can be judged, there is little or no tendency to » marked ‘increase in 
the number here, and this, on the whole, is not to be regretted. No Domes abseconded ducing __ 
the year from this settlement, ard the small increase in number is attributable to the admission _ 
of tna upon releasegfrom jail. : tah 14 

Ten Domes of this settlement are employed as’ village chowkidars, two as peons under 
the Road Cess Department, while four have secured private employments, I have received

The average outturn per bigha was 37 maunds, or a little over 20 maunde the acre. 

“This ‘result appears to me to be most satisfactory, and to be an encouraging indication of 

“the marked increase in» agricaltural knowledge and ,skill which the Domes shave gained, 

The season has no doubt been very favourable, but taking this iuto account, we have 
‘reuson “0 congratulate ourselves upon securing an average yield which would 
"do no discredit to a model farm from lands which are not all of the best, quality, 
and which have been cultivated by men who have learnt all they know within the 
_ “last four'years, and who previonsly to the year 1882 had never bad an implement of husbandry 
‘in their hands, except on the occasiuns when they were employed in the convalesceat gangs 
to work in juil gardens, 
"As ‘indicating the material prosperity of this settlement, I may note that 11 of these 
_ Domes have purchased ont of their own funds the following stock :— 
TEGO Fe EMH, ' ++ «3 Buffaloes. ae 21 Bullocks. 
12 ‘Cows and 2 Calves, 
They own besides over 80 pigs and a considerable stock of poultry. 

IV,  Futtehpore Settlement.—On the 1st April there were 61 adultsand 45 boys and 
girls, making a total of 106 persons at this settlement, of whom 11. were: new settlers’ 
five males and 3 females absconded during the year, four of whom subsequeutly returned 

“while the remaining four have escaped into the neighbouring district of Gorruckpore, 
“where ‘they ‘are now believed to be. ‘Six Domes of this colony were employed, 
throughout the year as village chowkidars, and we hope “to be able to secure employment 
~ for® ‘either in private service, or as vacancies occur in the service of the Road 
* Cess Committee. Futtehpore being situated in a thickly inhabited portion of the sub. 
a division, and within 10 miles-of the town of Bettiah, mach diffivalty has been experienced 
in’ procuring land sufficient for our requirements, No doubt if pressure were put 
upon the proprietors land might be obtained; but as I am. particularly anxious to 
work in ect harmony with the ryots of the neighbourhood, I have taken care to 
see that they are fully compensated for any land they have surrendered to the 
Domes, The 10 bighas of land added this year to the cultivation area of Futtebpore 
entailed a payment from our funds of Rs. 925 as compensation to the ryots who 
surrendered it. Mr. Bright reports that throughout the year he received only two complaints 
against the Domes, one of which on enquiry turned out to be false, and the other was of so 
trival a character that he deemed interfence uncalled for, This is a satiefactory testimony 
to the orderly conduct of the settlers, as they are living within easy distance of the Magis- 
_ trate’s Court, to whom prompt information would be given were they guilty of lawlese or 
oppressive conduct. 

b/ VY. Cultivation.—The area under cultivation at this settlement was about 23 bighas, the 
‘Joeal bigha being a little over an acre. From 18 bighas of dhan land a gross produce of 
4 maunds was secured, and on the five bighas of up-land 96 maands of makai and about 
same quantity of rubbee were grown;‘the average yield of rubbee and makai being 
; 19 mounds the bigia, or 16 maunds the acre, which is fairly satisfactory. The outtarn 
e dhan land cannot be said to afford satisfactory proof of eitner good or bad hasbandry,

VIII —Daring your cold-weather tour in this district you were in camp ; 
and esyecially inspected Burgaon, and will therefore have been able to judge for 
to the measure of success which these settlements have obtained. 

So far as I know, you received no complaint either. from the iscsi from the 
Domes, and it is tolerably certain that, had abuses in connection with the administration of. 
the settlements existed, they would have formed the subject of representation to you, 

—As these Domes who habitually resided in the Bettiah sub-division and bbe 
neighbouring district of Gorruckpore have now been provided for, I have decided, after 
some hesitation, to attempt the settlement of the Mughya Domes who infest the Nepal 
Terai, which forms the northern boundary of the Sudder snb-division. These marauders 
are a source of much trouble to the Nepalese, who appear to be unable $0 ape witl Sermo 
and also to our own ryots, as they frequently cross the frontier on thieving : 
Once we get a few of the pribatoa. members of gangs to settle, there will ssp no iy a 
dealing with those who may wish to prove recalcitrant. ; 
eet I have secured land for a homestead, and am now engaged in having houses Rap 
and am arranging for land for cultivation. Later on I may be compelled to ask for a oa 3!

Ow the last day of the previous week it was mentioned that a slight disturbing element 

ad occu in the course of the steady monsoon current, which had previously been 

owiny, by the formation of a small barometric depression at the head of the Bay, On 

' Friday, the 9th, the feeble depression was situated in the north-east corner of the Bay, the 

centre apparently being not very far to the west of Chittagong. On the following morning the 

depression had moved ina westerly direction, and its centre was near the Sunderbaus 
to the east of Saugor Island, and on the morning of Sunday, the 11th, it had again moved 

: in a westerly direction, and. its centre was to the south-west of Sangor Island, aud the 

 shght disturbance was apparently moving towards Orissa. On the following day the 
depression appeared to be passing inlaud over Orissa, the lowest pressure on this day being 
regi at Cuttack, while on Tuesday, the position of the depression, if any such existed 

. on this day, was very badly defined.. On Wednesday, the 14th instant, pressure again 

decreased off the Orissa coast, and on the morning of Thursday, the 15th, the feeble 
depression had again become well marked, and on the 16th it had slightly intensified, 
and had also become more extensive, though it was somewhat irregularly defined. On 
this aay the centre, so far ax could be judged, was to the east of False Point and almost 
south of Saugor Island. The formation and movement of this depression, or perhaps 
more correctly of the two depressions, though the first had never quite disappeared, 
have been the principal feature in the meteorology of the week, and to the existence of 
this feature the break in the rain which has been reported over a large part of the province 
has been due. During the whole of the week winds have been more or less cyclonic in 
direction, though light in force, in connection with the depression, Easterly and north- 
easterly winds have prevailed over the whole province, almost without a break, and there hus 
been a distinct mdranght towards the feeble storm. Tne monsoon winds have, however, 
been blowivg strongly in the rear of the depression, but their passage over Bengal has appa- 
rently been almost completely stopped or deflected by the existence of the depression, and 
thusit has only been those areas which have been immediately affected by the feeble storm, 
or the districts in the extreme south of the province and close to the sea, which have received 
anything like general rainfall since the first two or three days of the week, Rainfall has 
thus been fairly frequent thought light in Orissa, and in the southern districts of South- 
West and East Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, but after the first two or three days of the 

’ week, rainfall has been practically absent in other districts, «xcept perhaps in the hill districts 

_. of North Bengal, 

The variations and distribution of pressure during the week have naturally been 

determined by the formation and movement of the small storm above described, and thus 

_ while the mean pressure for the week has been in distinct defect of the normal at the 

“Orissa stations and at Saugor Island and Chittagong, at almost all other stations pressure 
has been higher than usnal. The defect had been largest at False Point, where it equals 
0063”, and the excess largest at Durbhunga, where it has been 0°034”; but for the whole 
province the mean pressure for the week has been only 0002” in excess of the normal. 
Owing to the comparative absence or lightness of the rainfall in almost all districts, 
temperature has generally been slightly ia excess of the normal throughout othe week. 
The largest mean excess has been in North Behar, where it equals 1-1’, while in South 
Behar temperature has beeu almost normal, For the whole province temperature has 

‘been in excess of the normal by 0°5°. 

-__ Raninfall, as has been stated previously, has been light and scanty during the whole 
ek over a large part of the province, and almost absent over another considerable area. 
oressed as a percentage of the normal fall for the week, Orissa has received 62 per cent.

Aprer thé advance and disappearance on Monday, the 19th instant, of the feeble 
rometric depfession which had existed s9 persistently at the head of the Bay, a fairly 
strong monsoon currént set in over the province, and this has continued to blow during the 
* whole of the week under review. The meteorological Conditions of the week in Bengal have 
been almost normal for the time of year, and they therefore do not call for much detailed 
comment. The principal feature of interest has been the formation of an exceedingly feeble 
and slight barometric depression over part of Western Bengal and the easterif’ part of South 
Behar, round which there was the usual distinct, but feeble, cyclonic circulation of winds. 
This depression was well marked on Monday, the 26th instant, and its centre on this day 
was probably over the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The feeble storm then advanced in a north- 
westerly direction, and on Tuesday, the 27th, its centre appeared to be between Gya and 
The depression, however, continued to be decidedly feeble, but somewhat

, extensive, and a considerable part of the western districts of the province was included in its 
» area; on this day also winds were still more or less cyclonic in directicn round it. On 
Welacsday, the 28th, the barometric depression commenced to fill up, and on the 29th it 


had almost ceased to exist. Finally, on the $0th the distribation of pressure became normal, 
the lowest pressures being reported from the western stations in Behar, and winds became 
southerly, south-easterly and easterly over the whole province. During the continuance of 
this depression, as usual rather heavy rain fell in the districts affected by it, and thus it will 
be seen that the conditions have been decidedly favourable to heavy rainfall over the 
western districts of the province generally, and particularly in South Behar, Chutia Nagpur, 
and parts of South-West and Central Bengal. 
The variations of pressure during the week have been decidedly large. On the 24th 
pressure rose generally over the province, but for the next three or four days the variations 
were to a great extent dependent on the formation and movement of the barometric 
depression shich has been briefly described above, while the disappearance of the feeble 
.storm was followed by an extremely rapid rise of pressure over the whole province. The 
mean pressure over the whole province for the week has, however, been almost absolutely 
normal, and the wariation is ouly a defect of about two-thousandths of an inch. At the 
individual stations the extreme variations of the average pressures from the normal are from 
an excess of 0°034” at False Point to a defect of 0:033” at Gya, 
Tho variations of temperature for the week, on the other hand, have not been large, and 
over the greater part of the province the mean temperature has been nearly normal. Thus 
in Orissa and South-West and Hast Bengal the temperature has only varied a few tenths of 
a degree*from the normal. In North Behar the eapeaees registered has been 1° in 
excess, and in Chutia Nagpur it has been 1+2° in defect, In South Behar, on the other 
hand, owing probably to the very heavy rainfall reported from this district, the mean 
temperature has been no less than 3:1° below the normal, For the whole province the 
temperatiire for the week has been 0°6° below the normal. 
Rainfall has been fairly general throughout the whole week, but undoubtedly the days * 
on which the rainfall was raost copious were the 25th, 26th, and 27th, und on those days 
many parts of the province, and particularly the western districts, received exceedingly 
“heavy rain. This, as pointed out above, was probably due to the existence of the barometric 
depression. ‘The consequence is that the greater part of the province has renvived a rainfall 
_ which is rather largely in excess of the normal. The districts in which the fal! has been 
most copious have been South Behar and South-West Bengal, where the fall has been 
- nearly double the normal amount. North Behar and Chutia Nagpur have also received large 
~ falls, whieh are nearly-half us large again as the normal, and North and Hast Bengal and 
| Orissa have received falls not very far removed from the normal. The average rainfall in South 
Behar for the week has been over 7 inches, and in South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur 
eee it has been between 5 avd 6 inches.

The defect in 
North Bengal is equal to 11 per cent., and in Chutia Nagpar to per cent of the normal

‘six per cent, 

The normal distribution of rainfall for July has already been described, but the actual 
i) fall for the month under review has heen decidedly more complicated, ‘These are as usual 
“the centres of heavy rainfall first in South-East Bengal where Cox’s Bazar reports 39°37 inches 

and Fenny 38°64 inches, and second the centre of heavy rainfall in the Darjeeling Hiils, 

where Buxa reports 57-07 inches, and Julpigoree 86°58 inches, but in the present month, 
in addition to these two, there is a centre of particularly heavy rainfall in Behar, where 

Dinapur reports 25-96 inches, Chupra 25°62 inches and Gopalgunge (Saran district) 22-35 

inches, and a further centre of very heavy rainfallin Western Bengal, where Ranigunge 

reports 31°45 inches, Hitawpur (Beerbhoom district) 27-38 inches aud Bolpur 21°57 inches, 

This of course complicates the usual distribution of rainfall, and renders it impossible to 
‘give any simple description of the amounts which have been received in different districts, 

beyond the very geueral statement that from the centres of very heavy rainfall above 

* described, the falls gradually diminish gradually till a fall of only 6:41 inches is reported at 

Palamow, one of 8°13 inches at Subarnakhally in the Mymensingh district, and one of 
8°53 inches at Khordah in the Pooree district. 

When the observations over the whole province are compared with the normal 
fall, and the differences from the normal are charted, it is seen that the distribu- 
tion is comparatively simple.’ Practically the whole of the northern districts, except 
near the Darjeeling Hills, have received an excess fall. Also a broad band of excess 
rainfal! runs through the centre of the province, starting in the south and includ. 
ing the -area from the Midnapur to the Khoolna districts, it runs nearly in a 
northerly direction till it joins the band of excess rainfall in the north of the province. 

_ Again, the extreme south-eastern districts of the province and a portion of the sea coast 
of Orissa have received excess rainfall. On the other hand, Chutia Nagpur and almost the * 
whole of Orissa are areas of defective fall, the defect ranging from very small amounts up 
to one of 5°8 inches at Palamow; the north-eastern districts of the province also show a 
defective fall, the defect including the greater part oi the following districts :—Cooch Behar, 
Rungpore, Dinagepore, Rajshabye, Bogra, Pubna, and Mymensingh, while fivally there 
is another small area of defective fall including the greater part of the Backergunge and 
part of the Chittagong districts. As a general rule the defective falls do not range higher 
than up to about 3 inches, but, as mentioned before, Palamow shows a defect of 5°81 inches ; 
also Patuakhally shows a defect of 6°12 inches, and Bogra one of 5°34 inches, On the other 
hand the amounts of the excess rainfall are in many instances very large. Thus at Ranee- 
gunge the excess fall recorded was 17°68 inches, at Dinapore it was 14°45 inches, at Chupra 
- 1490 inches, At Arrareah in the Parneah district the excess fall has been 18°96 inches, 
and at Fenny in the Noakhally district the excess was again 14°98 inches. Besides these 
very large excess falls there are numerous stations which have received amounts in excess 
|. _-yarying from 5 to 10 inches, and at least one-half or perhaps even a larger proportion of the 
- areas described above as having received excess rainfall, have received falls more than 
| five inches in excess of the normal amounts.
